In the past few months，the 
police and. the task force have 
both Telied on temporary 
volunteer interpreters Tecrulited 
from community workers and 
studentSs whose time and energy 
are limited, they said. 

According to task force 
member Tse Ming Tam，Jjob 
counselor for SF Chinese for 
Affirmative Action， the city has 
approved dozens of positions 
which may provide qualified 
bilingual Asians with access to 
the police department. No one in 
the city,，however，was able to 
pinpoint the exact Dumber of 
positions for each cate8gory. 

"Two months ag80 I was told 
that there were 14 Positions for 
communication dispatcher，bnut 
on June 14, they said that there 
were none. It was until June 20 
that I heard them Saying again 
there were 12 positions available 
for evidence technician and 
cadet. Therefore，Tm starting 8a]1 
Over again,”he Said. 

RECRUITING 

Tam had already recruited five 
applicants to fill the positions， 
but held that unless Shortcuts 
were made in the recruiting 
process， it would be very 
difficult and time- consuming 
for the refugee applicants to 
pass the _ background Screening 
and the written and oral exams 
required. 

"The whole procedure will at 
least take months.、 Imagine how 
many more violent cases might 
happen within this period of 
timel'" he Said. 

It would be equally difficult to

The July 8 issue;， with special 
Sections On Asians，1jmmigrant 
education，immigrants in busi- 
ness，government policy，and 
other topics，tackles virtually 
every Iajor controveISy ITe- 
garding immigration. 

Blending statistics ”with 
Strongly-worded opinionSs， 了 ie 
gives the impression of being aa 
impartial observer -Tegarding 
immigration prOblems，Through- 
out the magazine，777e follows 
the formula of citing 3a statistic， 
then quoting Someone to exXplain 
j 

The danger of this method is 
that by tying together facts and 
personal opinions，the magazine 
gives credence tO Some Views 
that are not necessarily Valid. 

For example，in the section on 
ASians， Time asserts _ that 
"nearly one in eight 天 orean 
Americans is self-employed，by 
far the highest for any ethnic 
group.” This statement is 
f5llowed by the opinion of NY 
lawyer John Kim: "One thing 
about 政 oreans is that they don't 
like to be dominated by any- 
body. 

The . magazine 3also weakens 
its credibility by inserting its 
own editorial opinions into the 


teEXtOASiaNSEOREEDDSVE IE 
eaSsier because they come from 
an urban middle-class back- 
gIound,” SaySs 了 ime. And: 
"No group seems more churchly 
than the KoreanSs.” 
INSENSITIVITY 
While many of the facts on 
immigration are both valuable 
and Surprising，77me Tepeatedly 
betrays itself by jits insensitivity 
towards minorities.， In the 
section on cinema，the magazine 
refers to _ the film Rambpo as 
"this Summer"s runaway “Gook” 
buster.” JIn the Section on 
blacks，77rze quotes a historical 
IceSecarcher as Saylng,"It appearSs 
that we have a grIOuUP who feels 
the world owes them 3a living 
because of what' their parents 
and grandparents went through." 
While the Statements presented 
as fact are generally reliable， 
some are OverSsimplified and 
questionable. FEor example，the 
asSSertion that "San Francisco?s 
eight Chinese-language papers 
tend to Slide with either Taiwan 
or the People's Republic" 
apparently does not take into 
account Such papers as 
严 QSLLATFesSL. 
SUPER ASIANS 
The section on Asians，entitled 


"To America with Skills,” 
emphasizes the Asian immi- 
grants” "astonishing record 


of achievement.” The magazine 
States that "the overall gains in 


ASian earning power have come 
far more rapidly than those for 
any prior Surge of immigrants， 
who had to labor a geneTation OFT 
more before catching up to 
average living standards." 
According to Time，with the 
exception of Indochinese refu- 
gees， "the new Asian arrivals 
are at least twice as likely as a 
native-born American toO be 
college graduateSs.”

"TI will get together with the 
task force，make Sure that there

It was generally believed that 
the frustration on the part of 
the assailants from the high 
unemployment and Shortage of 
housing in East and West 
Oakland was 3a major reason 


underlying the tension and 
violence， 
Many of the housing 


Units where the refugees were 
resettled had been the dwelling 
of some black locals，said the 
task force.. Therefore;， :the 
refugees were Seen 3aS intruders 
taking away housing and jobs， 
and whose Sucess would 
inevitably induce jealousy and 
TeScentment. 

-On the other hand，owing to 
the differences in language and 
culture，Some refugees were 
particularly prone to panic, they 
said. For example，when a black 
youth threatened to bomb the 
home of a refugee family，the 
family took him at his words 
and moved away in a hurry. 

Are there gang activities 
involved? "No,” replied Frank 
Chon8g, a task force member and 
the assistant direetor of the 
ACMHS. He said that he had 
not Seen anything that could be 
termed 3aS gang activities，bnut 
there might be Some "turf 
jsSueSs."

Spanish well，sSo there"s not a 
real big problem.” Chinese 
interpreters have problems 
because there are 3a variety of 
dialects，he said. 

District Attorney Arlo Smith 
Said,"We'"re pretty lucky in the 
DA's [District Attorney's] office 
because we have attorneys and 
investigators who speak Can- 
tonese， Mandarin， Tagalog， 
and Spanish." 

However，Smith said that the 
Court System "could use more" 
interpreters 3S cases are 
sometimes delayed because an 
interpreter is not available. 

Public Defender Jeff Brown 
Said the biggest problem isn't a 
lack of interpreters，but rather， 
that "it's hard to get interpreters 
8oing into a extemporous 
translation.” InterpretersS 
sometimes aren't familiar enough 
with the appropriate dialect and 
Sometimes it's "tough to translate 
l]aw” because translators don't 
always_ understand the "ver- 
Dacular of lawyers." 


INABILITY 


Because of the inability of 
SoOme interpreters to_ translate 
law，Brown Said that "Something 
has to get lost in the procesSs." 

There's not a lot of Chinese 
interpreters .in the criminal 
division because there'sS- "no 
overload” of Chinese in -the 
criminal courts，said Brown. 
"When there is [an overload], 
there"S-a problem," he said. 
Brown also said that it would 
be very helpful if there were 
more bilingual attorneys who 
could communicate directly with 
their clients，instead of through 
interpreters. 

San Francisco attorney Garrick 
Lew said， "Grammatically，cer- 
tain questions can't be translated 
into Chinese."” ” Because the 
English and Chinese languages 
are _ Structured So _ differently， 
interpreters paraphrase the 
questions，he salid. 


PROCESS 


"In the process，when Speakin8g 
in Chinese，the question Some- 
times takes on 3a different 
meaning,”he Said， "You can 3aSk 
a question about a car，and get 
an anSswer back about 3a back- 
yard,”he said. . 

Lew Said the major problem is 
finding an interpreter who is 
literate in both English and 
Chinese. He Said many jin- 
terpreters are illiterate in one 
of the languages，and "I don't 
trust S$0 to 60 percent of the 


.interpTreteTrS.” 


When Lew has 3a SenSitive case， 
he Said he hires an additional 
interpreter whom he trustSs，and 
that interpreter Sits in On the 
case to insure that the court 
interpreter is doing a go0od job. 

Lew also said that when he is 
counseling 3a Chinese-Speakin8g 
client，he relies on his Secretary 
who speaks .both Cantonese and 
Mandarin. 


GRAMMATICAL 


Although "in a grammatical 
sense， any translation is 
inaccurate,” Lew Said， "it?S 
extremely important for the 
interpreter to be literate in both 
English and Chinese"” So that the 
paraphrased questions and an- 
Swers will be more accurate.

SACRAMENTO - State Depart- 
ment of Social Services Director 
Linda S，、McMahon announced 
federal approval of the Refugee 
Demonstration Project (RDP). 

RDP，which began .on July 1， 
will continue for three years and 
will place specified refugees nOw 
Teceliving Federal Aid to Fa- 
milies with Dependent Children 
(FAEFEDC) in employment prTro- 
grams which promote more Self- 
Sufficiency and 1less dependency 
on welfare. 

About 19,000 refugees in 
California will participate 
during the project'Ss three-year 
period.、 Almost $40 million will 
be available for RDP programs. 
Grant levels will be the Same 3aS 
FAFDC， but certain other 
welfare eligibility requlirements 
will change.

SAN _ FRANCISCO - "I am a 
parrot， and I am helping people," 
said buddhist 
1S-year experienced _ court 
interpreter. He 1likened himself 
to a parrot in order to underline 
his verbatim accuracy of 
translation which had helped 
ImOIe than 8 thouSsand 
monolingual people of Chinese 
ancestry. 

Chan，69，is 3a Successful real 
estate enterpreneur who does 
court interpretation asS 8 
part-time hobby. He ls currently 
Tecelving about 10 cases per 
month. 

FEollowing the influx of new 
immigrantSs，he Said，there has 
been moOore demand for 
Chinese-English interpreters in 
the past four or five yearS. 

But because there's a lack of 
qualified interpreters，there are 
only flive or SIX Te8gular court 
interpreters in the Bay Area. 

Althou8sh these SIX -- who 
speak Mandarin，Cantonese and 
Chiu-Chou -- are the only 
interpreters used ITregularly. 
There are many more listed with 
the court for availability. 

"Most of my clients are young 
immigrants.， They have more 
language barriers and also 
brought in Inore law suits,”Ssald 
Chan，adding that the youngerT 
generation ls not learnling 
English hard enough. 


BILINGUAL 


Chan was born in America. He 
learned Cantonese from ，hils 
immigrant parents and the 
Chinese Schools in Chinatown. 
If not for his parents who，over 
half a century ag0，were SO 
determined to make him a 
bllingual person，he would not 
have known Cantonese well 
cnough to be 8a court interpreter 
today, he saida. He remembers his 


childhood when he had to attend 
Chinese classes after the English 
ClaSsseS.

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Reagan Urged to Supply 
Taiwan with Better Arms 


BERKELEY - To maintain 
Stabilityein East2sAsiasthbhe 
Reagan administration Should 
take the lnitiative to SUpply 
Taliwan with improved arma- 
ments，according to 3a political 
scientist at the UniverSsity of 
California in Berkeley. 

A. James Gregor，professor of 
political science，told a campus 
conference on the_ future of 
Talwan July 6 that the 1979 
Talwan Relations Act，passed by 
Congress，1in essence calls for 
Such help. 

The Act holds precedence lin 
law, he contended, over the US's 
1982 joint communique with 
China specifying 1limits on 
Talwan arms Sales. 

A_ strong，lindependent Taiwan 
is vital for US interests and 
those of its alllies in East ASsia， 
Gregor Said. 

By increasling Support of 
Taliwan，though，the US risks 
slowing its blossoming friend- 
Ship with the People's Republic 
of China，which has always 
claimed Taiwan as an integral 
part of China. 

But if nothing changes，the 
mainland Chinese air force 
within about five years will 
have 12-to-1 Superiority in 
fighter-interceptor planes Over 
the Taiwanese，and could well 
try to retake the island -- Or at 
least blockade those _ports 
handling most of Taiwan?s trade. 

That scenario would mean the 
end of Taiwan as a possible US 
air base，an cnormously im- 
portant link in the chain of 


Pacific air bases _ that now 
discourage Soviet adventurlism， 
Gregor warncd. 

The US does not have enough 
aircraft carriers to monitor 
carefully the vast western 
Pacific，and the future of its 


. Philippine bases js in doubt， 


Thus， 和 Korea，Japan and po- 
tentially Taiwan provide basing 
for American planes to forestall 
aggressive Soviet naval moves， 
Gregor Said,， Without Such a 
deterrent, the USSR could easily 
blackmail Japan and 玫 orea linto 
much less pro-Western forei8gn 
policy， because both those 
nations depend on 1mported oil 
-- and，in 3 crisis，the Soviet 
Union could control major oil 
shipping 1anes nearby. 

So in aisense Americazs 
friendship with Japan and lts 
trading future with much of the 
Pacific region depends on 8 
Strong Taiwan to keep critical 
shipping lanes out of potential 
Sovlet contro1l. 

But，Gregor Salid，the Reagan 
administration has Temained 
Temarkably mnute on the Subject 
of arms for Taliwan.， The ap- 
parent conflict between the 
1982 communique and the later 
Talwan Relations Act is "too 
embarrassing”for them to face， 
he contended. 

And，according to Gregor，the 
burden to act 1lies Squarely on 
the Shoulders of the executive 
branch， because only it has 
authority to initiate arms Sales. 
The Taiwan 和 Relations Act 
(ITRA) called for US Supply of 
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arms adequate to Taiwan"s 
defense needs. 

One way out of the problem: 
the communique，though not 
carTying the Same force of law 
as the TRA，implied the US 
would limit the volume of arms 
sales to Taiwan and would not 
the weapons” capa- 
Gregor Suggested tying 
"qualitative" 1level of 
weapons to the qualitative level 
of new weapons developed by 
mainland China，thus main- 
taining arms "adequate to 
defense needs"” called for in 
the TRA. 

Gregor Said at least 0ne Dew 
aircraft for the mainland 
Chinese ” People's Liberation 
Army Air Force waSs expected to 
go into production this year， 
with another variety startin8 in 
.1986-87，and a third plane now 
undergoing preliminry testing. 
Gregor called all three "for- 
midable opponents” for present 
Taiwanese aircraft，threatening 
Taiwan's Self-defense. 

Gregor argued _ that the Reo- 
ple'Ss Republic of China would 


react Unhappily to. greater US 


Support of Taiwan. But, he said， 
friendlier US-mainland China 
relations have improved the 
Strategic Situation 3about as 
much as possible already. 

"Beijing is neither willing nor 
really able to offer additional 
boons to American Strategy,” 
Gregor noted. "Nor is Beijing in 
3a_ positlion to exact -penalties 
from the US for actions that are 
deemed not quite in line with 
the PRC's objectives.” 

Gregor recommended the US 
sell Taiwan non-nuclear， air- 
to-air heat-seeking missiles to 
help narrow the current gap 
between Taiwan's fighter planes 
and the mainland's -- and to 
start working now for additional 
weaponTry，because three to five 
years” lead time is needed to 
close the gap in time. 

"Washington，in the relatively 
near term，will have to come UP 
with 3a reasonably coherent 
policy on arms Sales to the 
Nationalists -- or risk allowing 
the _ Situation in the Taiwan 
Stralit to deteriorate to the 
disadvantage of overall US 
interests in Northeast Asia,”he 
warned.

Scholars on "Threats to the 
Future of Taiwan” at UC- 
Berkeley's International House:，

Interview with Helen Foster Snow 


By Brenda Paik Sunoo 


She came out to greet me in front 
of her red 17$2 New England colo- 
nial farmhouse. I had just arrived 
by taxi from the Old Saybrook train 
station in Connecticut，less than 
two hours away from New York'?s 
Penn Central. Imagine，living here 
Since 1941，nestled inside of the 
woods and minutes away from the 
tranquil view of the Long Island 
Sound:，， “What a writer's 
paradise,”I thought as I compared 
it to my own cluttered Urban SuUr- 
roundings in the Mission District of 
San Francisco. 


GENIUS 

Fifteen years had elapsed since 
first hearing of Helen Foster Snow， 
first _ wife of the “well known 
American journalist，Edgar Snow， 
who authored the popular Rea Star 
Oyer CHirc. And now, 工 was face to 
face”with a woman I had admired 
for years，whose genius extended 
beyond my ken. 

I first came across Helen Foster 
Snow through her novel，So1zg oF 
47riran， which she co-authored with 
a 下 orean patriot-in-exile,，Kim San， 
whom she met in Yenan in 1937. If 
ever 3a novel Shaped the political， 
cultural, and psychological identity 
of young，open-minded Korean in- 
tellectuals and activists, it was So7z8 
of 4rira，clearly one of Snow?s 
greatest literary pieces. A_ bible of 
Sorts that personalized the tragic 
Saga of Korea and has passed 
through too few hands，given its 
everlasting and universal appeal. 

“He placed the fragile vessel of 
his immortality in my hands. He did 
not want his experience to die with 
[ninewsresaid SOARIDLO37 
32-year-old Kim San，who had ear- 
lier been a member of the Chinese 
Communist Party during the Can- 
ton Commune of 1927，gave Snow 
one of the personal scoops of the 
century. 


TRANSLATION 
Before having a chance to present 
her with an unseen Korean transla- 
tion, She quickjly steered me straight 
past several piles of papers and 
timeworn books into a Small but 
cozy living room with two old- 
fashioned armchairs.“You sit here. 
And TH sit here,”she immediately 
directed.“Are you hungry? Imade 
some New England stew.?” 
“Yes，Td love some,”I replied 
and quickly put down my overnight 
luggage and took my place on'the 
armchair next to the windowsill be- 
ing Ooccupied by her silvergrey tiger 
cat，Marilyn Monroe. 


We ignited an immediate Tap- 
port.“Tell me about your back- 
ground and how the book affected 
you,”she inquired and confessed to 
not knowing many Koreans. As I 
revealed Iny family's Methodist 
background，she_ lighted up and 
asserted that any oben-mindedness 
was due to my Protestant upbring- 
ing. A vocal advocate of the anti- 
feudal Puritan revolution which oc- 
curred in England in 1642-1660， 
Snow preaches “productiveness， 
democracy，honesty，and the crea- 
tion of self-respect at any cost.2” 
She draws parallels between these 
values and those promoted in China 
under Mao,，all the time pointing 
out the combined power of 
Puritanism and socialism . 

My interview with Helen Foster 
Snow was Unconventional，to Say 
the least, There were times when the 
tables were turned and I became 
both her interviewee and newly 
found “disciple” who later in- 
herited a copy of an unpublished 
Ianuscript entitled 巨 ipics ca7mQg 
尼 7ersis11. However， being the 
Stimulating and garrulous woman 
that she is，I was able to extract a 
colorful and organic portrait of 
Snow over a period oftwo days and 
from reams of material I took with 
me Upon my departure,

Very few women Tve met can be 
So widely acknowledged in the areas 
of writing，politics， philosophy， 
culture，art，and history。， Helen 
Foster Snow，a two time nominee 
for the Nobel Peace Prize (1981， 
1982) is an Unsung heroine who was 
“so early, ahead of her time.2” 

Born September 21, 1907 to John 
Moody Foster and Hannah Davis in 
Idaho，Snow recalls setting out on 
“the yellow brick road”to the land 
of Oz at the age of eight At that 
early point in her life，she was 
already an“instant winner of spell- 
ing bees” and admirer of Louisa 
May Alcott, Harriet Beecher Stowe， 
Sir Walter Scott, the Bronte Sisters， 
George Eliot，and Edith Wharton. 
During high school, she was elected 
vice-president in Salt Lake，Utah 
and was the top A-student as well as 
co-editor of the school paper and 
yearbook. “Girls were always 
tandem with the male at the top,2” 
she remarked .

During her college years at the 
University of Utah, she had already 
accepted the Principal that “no 
American could ever write books， 
Imuch less be published unless he or 


She had stayed abroad long enough 
to get perspective on OUI Own re- 
gional Scene and Situation.”While 
a_ tidal wave had gone to Paris， 
23-year-old Helen Foster created 
her own tidal wave and went the 
other direction....to Shanghaiin the 
Summer of 1931. She had passed the 
foreign servVice tests and joined the 
American Consulate-General as 
Secretary to the Consul-General. 


MEMOIRS 
In her recent memoirs MD CHizaa 
years (William Morrow and Co.， 
1984) Snow recalls her arrival.“< 
stood in the prow (of the SS Presi- 
dent Lincoln) facing the future like 
the figurehead on an old clipper 
Ship，bursting with health and am- 
bition. Getting to China had been a 
federal case for me, and Imeant to 
make the most of 让 ，not to waste 
one Iminute. My foot was on the 
rajl, ready to step out on the soil of 
China as Soon as the tender drew up 
to the jetty.”She intended to stay 
at most one year，bnut didn't leave 

Asia until 9 years later. 
“In 1931，I intended maximum 


-development of the individual in all 


ways, but I was torn away from my 
goals (to write 7jpe Great 47merica7z 
Novel by the typhoons of history. 
The individual was sacrificed for 
the common good.,” 

Edgar .Snow had just returned 
from India and Helen Foster met 
him the first day of her arrival at the 
Chocolate Shop 一 the only place in 
Shanghai to get ice cream. She had 
intended to track him down as she 
had a folder filled with clips of his 
articles and she also wanted to in- 
terview him for Scripps-Canfield 
League, a newSpaper based in Seat- 
tle. 


UNUSUAL 

That encounter led the most 
famous American writer of the Far 
East to marry Helen in 1932，on 
Christmas day in Tokyo. Both were 
in league with the future and knew 
it. Edgar Snow referred to her years 
later as“the very unusual woman 
who was to be my frequently tor- 
menting，often stimulating， and 
always energetically creative and 
faithful co-worker， consort and 
critic during the next eight years 训 
Asia.7” 

As she faced me from her arm- 
chair，she asked pointedly,“Have 
you ever heard of Ida Tarbell, the 
pioneer woman journalist who ask- 
ed Owen D. Young, the top capital- 
ist executive，what was the secret of 
his success?” Her quizzing nature 
and dancing blue eyes alerted my 


curiosity.“No，what reply did she 
get2”I asked. 

“Never repeat yoOUT Own mistakes 
and also learn the mistakes others 
have made and never repeat them 
either.?” 

It was at that point I realized the 
poignant context in which Snow 
Was Te-examining her Previous years 


and passing on a bit of advice.“'I 


did repeat my Own worst mijstake， 


however year after year: this was to - 


.Sacrifice “my own work” for do- 


gooder activities，large and small， 
on the theory that there would be 
plenty of time later on for “my Own 
WOIKk.” That time has never come.?” 
TRIP 

What she was referring to exactly 
were three historical occasions. 
“It*s hard to explain why Ifelt such 
acategorical imnperative to make the 
dangerous trip in 1937 to Yenan at 
any cost; it was a sense of history 
and of necessity. I had the same im- 
perative about getting the Decem- 
ber 9 student movement initiated in 
193$, and later, in 1938, abonut star- 
ting the “Gung Ho” Chinese In- 
dustrial Cooperatives 一 工 knew 让 
was Tight. These ideas had a life of 
their own, apart from my Own voli- 
tion and against Imy Sense of self- 
Preservation. II was a pilgrim in 


search of facts and in search of 


truth，the 'truth of history,” she 
Wwriote in her preface to So1mg oOF 
47rira7z. 

I had travelled nearly 3,000 miles 
to thank her for her novel and to 
draw inspiration from her ability to 
excel not only as woman wrIiter,， bnut 
as an activist who“moved moun- 
tains” while in pre-industrial 
China. Her regrets aren't mistakes 
in my mind. If anything, the lack of 
popular recognition had more to do 
with the older, closed ranks of pub- 
lishers who didn?”t see fit to accept 
and further disseminate the ideas of 
a female harbinger of truth. 


CONSIDINE 
But now that tide is changing. 


During my brief visit with Snow,- 


she mentioned that a Hollywood 
film producer， Tim “Considine 
(former Walt Disney actor in SPzi 
CQ110G Marty and 瑟 aray Boys) was 
teaming up with producer，Adrian 
Malone, under the company name， 
“Gung Ho' to do an 8 part TV 
documentary drama on the life of 
the Snows，based on her recent 
Imemoirs covering the period in 
China from 1931-40. Scriptwriting 
is underway with a major TV net- 
WoOrk expressing interest to air it in 
1986 or 1987. 

Considine, who proudly claims to 
be“one of her greatest fans”spoke 
of Snow with much affection and 
candor.“Helen's a ranking female 
heavyweight. A genius. It's criminal 
that more people don't know her. 
So _ many Chinese scholars have 
taken from her research and yet 
She"s gone Unrecognized. Great 
debts are Owed to her:” 

When asked how he first became 
interested in Helen Foster Snow?s 
works，he admitted，“I_ actually 
didn't know about her till later.

Jang does not "want people to 
see his art as removed from the 
concerIns of the Teal world，a 
Situation he was all too fami- 
liar with while studying classi- 
cal piano at Ohio's Oberlin 
Conservatory for Western Euro- 
pean Music. The prestigious 
institute for classical music is 
found in the heart of a black 
neighborhood where the aveTage 
family income is less than that 
of one student's yearly tuition 
fee， To gain access to 3a piano 
when the conservatory closed for 
the _ summerI，Jang accompanied 
local church services which 
enabled him to continue prac- 
ticing. The gap betweecn art 
and the "real world” neVver 
seemed So _ large to Jang. Al- 
though he never joined the 
church and the church had 1little 
interaction with the conseTva- 
tory,， the black congregation 
Showed up en mmaasse to attend 
Jang'Ss Senior Tecital. 

After graduation， So dis- 
couraged by what he perceived 
as art'S lack of relevance to 
people's lives，Jang "quit music" 
for two years，taking 3a blue- 
collar job at Stanford and 
becoming a union Ship steward.
